: (4th September.) : 
As tle. result of the precaittions-addpted 
by the Sanitary Department to-prevent the 
spread of disease in Hongkong there, has, 
been a perceptible, decrease in the number 
of plague cases reported in. the Colony since 
the beginning of the yeat.- Up to the.pre- 
sent time the total number doca not’ exceed 
225, and we.may take it for granted that the 
worst feriod for the propagation of ‘the pest, 
has passed, and that with the approach of. 
the cool season the risk of anything like an 
epidemic is practically atanend. Itshould 
be observed that the city of Victoria in pro- 
portion to its inhabitants bas been compara- 
tively free from tke disease this year. “The 
districts which seem to have been most 
affected have been on ‘the mainland, and.at 
one time it appeared as if Yaumati and the 
isolaled villages in the New Territories were 
to besavaged by plague, but, fortunately, the 
active’ measures. of the Sanitary. officials 
effectively checked the dissemination of dis- 
ease, and were it not for the few sporadic 
cases. ‘which are repprted from widely 
distant points the daily ‘statement would 
have frequently been - blank. Whether 
these cases. originated in the Colony is 
another question. It is quite probable that 
the patients came from Swatow or Canton, 
carrying with them the plague germs -which 
only'made tlieir presence manifest: in Hong- 
kong. At all-events it-is not now uncom- 
mon to'learn that days have clapsed between 
the discovery of plague cases in the Colony. 
While the Sanitary officials cannot afford to 
relax in the slightest degree their vigilance 


in ferreting out infected patients, they are how 
faced with'an additional duty in_ guarding 
against an‘outbreak of cholere. ‘In yester- | 
day's issue. we stated that Shanghai-had been 
declared an infected port which means that 
the number of cholera cases reported:in the 
Narthern Settlement has reached such pro- 
ortions that for the safety of the Colony’s 
Pealth it has been deemed advisable ta 
place under the quarantine laws those 
vessels which arrive from.

proper functions of British’ education in the 

‘ar East. It isa subject that of necessity. in- 
torests a large section of the British community 
in China, and'acquires increasing importance’ 
yéar by year, We are not concerned with the 
rival merits of particular schools; but cer- 
tainly no parent, and few of those who 
with to seo even o ,gmall section of the: 
world in however humble a measure improved: 
by their efforts before thay hive it, ‘can 
remain indifferent to considerations’ on so 
practical'a subject as the cause of true educa- 
tion, Mr. H. L, Beer is rightly anxious to 
attract attention'to the adventages of his school, 
and to achieve this object he passes in review, 
a number of the more salient features of its 
‘curriculum and of the principles upon which it 
is conducted. Starting from the premise that 
most of the pupils “whether they finish in 
England or not, sooner or later go into busi- 
ness life,” he states that “no Greek and com- 
paratively little Latin” is taught, but that more 
stress is laid upon-Germad, “the language of 
a le;" and he adds, 
“Gur seniors all learn book-keeping.” The 
best test of a- school’s success Mr. Beer 
finds in - an inquiry into the - -careers 
of “ald boys" and. “the usual—per- 
haps not the besi—test, of a young man’s 
success in life is the amount of salary he com- 
mands." | To this touchstone of efficiency the 
Weihaiwei School readily responds, and the 
Headmaster is of opinisn that the pecuniary 
successes of certain ‘old boys” “not only. 
reflecis’ grent credit. on themselves, but brings’ 
.8 certain Audos to the sehool.”. Mr.‘ Beer also 
touches upon the actual. province of a school

of that’ umber, 972 tepresent. vessels udder 
-joo tons, “These small. steamers. are generally 
engaged in, Soasting aod river trade. The 
increase has resulted in a scarcity of com- 
‘petent seamen, with the result that accidents 
often occur through imperfect signalling. The 
Osaka Shosen Kaisha is investigating proposals. 
which have been made forthe increase of the, 
ou,nber of officers of small steamers, and for 
‘amending the hours of resi and watch during 
voyages and also the regulations sow enforced 
for the work of officers and men in harbour. I 
ig thought that if reforms can be carried out-in

¢ manufac'ured in Bangkok, bit accerding to 
appearance they are much inferior to those 
manufactured “elsewhere; and consequently 
many , firms. engaged in building have their 
tiles as well av bee’ s brow sht from: foreign 
markets, Those living in dwell ngs roofed by | 
the locally manufactured article, have in many 
cases to approach. ‘their landlords , and lay. 
petitions before them to stop the “rain down” 
ip, their, rooms. Invariably uch damage is 
done to furniture and’ other valuable property 
‘on accaunt of this: leakage through the roofs of, 
~ their houres in the sainy season, Such, in- 
siances are rarely heard of in houces roofed 
with imporied‘tiles. », : 

_ The reason for such’ lenkage in "Siamese 
tiles may bo‘traced to the fact that the clay 
which is worked in the paste becomes inflated
